paralleled in the experience of vet- 
eran traders, gave the corn market 
a decided hoist today. 


Jumps of nearly 2 cents a bushel 
in various corn dealings took place. 
The rise of the corn market was in 
the face of reports that at least some 
old corn was being obtained from 
scattered sources all the way from 
Texas to Minnesota. 


Extreme scarcity of corn has long 
been foreseen as a result of 1934 crop 
shortage, and now unfavorable moist 
weather is reported as delaying 1935 
new crop supplies, as well as impair- 
ing the quality of shipments.

SHUSHAN’S TESTIMONY 
COMPLETE IN TAX CASE 


New Orleans Capitalist Fails 
To Take Stand in His 
Own Behalf. 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 22.—(4)-— 
Abraham Lazafd Shushan, political 
advisor to the late Huey P. Long, 
completed his defense against govern- 
ment charges he evaded payment of 
$71,000 income taxes during 192%, 
1930, 1931, 1932 and 1933, in fed- 
eral district court today without tes- 
tifying in his own behalf. 

Hugh M. Wilkinéon, Shushan’s at- 
torney, concluded his case with a sud- 
denness that stunned the jammed 
courtroom and quite obviously sur- 
prised the government’s large staff of 
prosecutors, who had expected the de- 
fendant to occupy the stand. 

Wilkinson himself had stated dur- 
ing the morning that Shushan would 
testify for himself and gave no inti- 
mation of any change in his plans un- 
til he quietly announced “defense 
rests” following completion of the tes- 
timony of Manasse Karger, New Or- 
leans gambler and night club opera- 
tor. 

Completion of~ defense testimony 
brings near an end the sensational 
trial which started October 8. 

Chief Government Counsel Amos W. 
W. Woodcock, special assistant to the 
United States attorney-general who 
was assigned to the Shushan case by 
General Homer Cummings, greeted 
Wilkinson’s announcement with 4 
query, prompted by surprise.
